THE NOMADIC ILLINOIS SUPREME COURT. 

A bill has been introduced in the Legisla- 
ture providing that all the sessions of the Su- 
preme Court shall be held at the State Capital, 
and that it shall not be compeiled longer to 
wander around from Springfield to the village 
of Mount Vernon, thence to the small town 
of Ottawa, and thence back to the city of 
Springfield, as it has been doing for so many 
years. This bill has the approval of the State 
Bar Association and of an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the people of Illinow, who have 
had abundant time to learn. that their 
chief law court should not be a rover 
but should settle down at one fixed 
central spot, where it can have decent 
court-rooms, its big law library, and abundant 
space for the safekeeping of its records, and 
where the Judges themselves and the lawyers 


who have to appear beforé them may find | 


comfortable quarters. 

It has been said by some ignorant or de- 
signing people that this necessary reform can- 
not be brought about without an amendment 
to the Constitution. That is untrue. That 
instrument gives the Legislature power to 
provide whenever it pleases that all the ses- 
sidns of the court shail be held at one place. 
The attempt has been made frequently to pass 
such a law, but it has failed because the local 
interests of two small towns have been more 


potent than the wishes of the people of the 


rest of the State. Of course the hotelkeepers, 
the hackmen, and other residents of those 
two places which it is proposed to relieve the 
Supreme Court from the necessity of visiting 
feel- that they will lose something by ite ab- 
sence, and they and their representatives will 
do all in their power to preserve the profita- 
hle custom the court brings with it. 

The plan of operations at other sessions— 
and it will be imitated at this one—has been 
quite simple. Those mombers representing 
specially the interests of Ottawa and Mount 
Vernon have formed a close alliance, Then 
they have let it be known to other members 
who were interested in appropriations tor 
State institutions that they would have pretty 
hard sledding if they did not let the Supreme 
Court alone. Members more interested in 
getting more money for insane and other 
asylums than im other subjects of legislation 
have seen the force of this reasoning and have 
voted against bills to establish the Supreme 
Court at Springfield, Other combinations 
have been formed alsa by these representatives 
of menaced local interests and they have suc- 
ceeded year after year in carrying their point. 

The time has come, however, for putting an 
end to this nonsense of a peripatetic judiciary. 
The Judges would like to be given a resting 
place for the soles of their feet, and the Leg- 
islature should accommodate them. The little 
local interests must yield, and the greater im- 
portance of those of the mass of the peop 
must be recognized. | 


THE WATER SUPPLY. 

Ald, Cullerton has selected Ald. Arthur 
Dixon and Weber to act with him on the sub- 
committee to report upon the best and speedi- 
est methods of securmg a sufficient supply of 
pure water for the city.

flagration and wrote to President Grant at- 
tacking Sheridan bitterly and taking the 
ground that Federal soldiers were aliens in 
Illinois. Then it was that the old Calhoun 
State-sovereignty doctrine in the recesses of 
his heart came to the surface to the astonish- 
ment of all Republicans, who had sup- 
posed that he had been purged by the war 
for the Union of whatever germs of such un- 
American beliefs he might have acquired by 
his Southern birth and Democratic breeding, 
but it turned out that they were mistaken 
and that the black poison of Calhounism and 
State supremacy had been at his heart’s core 
all the time. 

When Palmer came back from the war for 
the Union 1st was known that he had had a 
row with Sherman before Atlanta, but it was 
not known that he had ridden to the rear 
to. the sound of the enemy’scannon. The 
real facts of that uiipleasant discovery were 
made later. Nor was it known when the Re- 
publicans nominated him for Governor in 
1868 that he put the local State above the great 
Nation. He kept his un-American sentiments 
to himself, and they did not become public 
till he lost his self-control at the time of his 
violent attack on Gen. Sheridan and then let 
the cat out of the bag.

_ THE CRY FOR MORE MONEY. 

The causelessness of the cry for more 
money may be shown by reference to well- 
known facts. It is not long since the sg 
of money by lenders was so abundant 
rates of interest fell off largely and a vast ag- 
gregate of public and private indebtedness 
was refunded in one way or another at 
great reductions in the amount to be paid 
annually. Since then the supply of hard 
money in the United States has been increas- 
ing at the rate of about 8 per cent per annum, 
while the growth of the population for the 
same time is only 244 per cent. Money is 
therefore increasing three times as fast as 
population. Dividing one rate by the other 
gives 55 per cent per year for the per 
capita enlargement of money supply. 
The laboring-man, mechanic, farmer, mer- 
chant, and capitalist all have at their com- 
mand nearly 559 percent more hard money than 
twelve months ago and will have 54¢ per cent 
more next year than this, and the farmer who 
has anything to sell has taken more than this 
as hit share because of the higher prices ob- 
tainable for his produce durmg 1890 than in 
1888 or 1889. Only those are worse off who 
have had the misfortune of bad crops last 
year or the poor judgment to settle in the 
semi-arid areas where there is.no certainty of 
sufficient rainfall to bring forth fair crops. 
They generally borrowed money for the pur- 
chase of their new farms, implements, and 
material with which to stock and operate 
them, and, in many zases, have had to borrow 
more in order to stave off famine caused by 
lack of rainfall, and now, after having ob- 
tained from lenders further East all the money 
the latter are willing to advance on the defect- 
ive security offered, a lot of them, ldd by the 
Alliance leaders in Kansas, are clamoring for 
the country to 1ssue an avalanche of cheap 
money, fiat shinplasters, with which these 
borrowers can pay their debts in worthless 
money. Others are howling for the expulsion 
of gold and the substitution of 80-cent stump- 
tail silver dollars, for they know that as soon 
as gold money is expelled the silver money 
will decline in value to its bullion worth in 
London—viz.: 80 cents per dollar. 

If they did get this cheap money” they 
would be no better off in the long run, and 
the rest of the citizens would be far worse, es- 
pecially the laboring classes who have money 


in the savings banks and building associa- 


tions. As the discontented ones have no farm 
produce to sell on account of the drought 
they would be unable to get money, no mat- 
terhow cheap it might be short of utter

The Revenue law has required for a long 
time that all 
taxation, but it has been found impossible to 
enforce 1t, to the great sorrow of tax-cating 
vultures, devourers of the substance of the 
industrious, whose chief object in life is to 
devise ways and means for swelling the fund 


from which their living ¢omes, Mr. Faires is 


a farmer, and he thinks probably that this 
proposed law will lessen the burdens of taxa- 
tion on the class to which he belongs. But 
sensible and honest men have known for a 
long time that to tax property twice—once in 
the hands of the man who has it, and again in 
the hands of the one who does not have it—is 
double taxation, is unjust, and hurts the bor- 
rower a great deal more than it does the 
lender. Therefore such iniquitous laws are 
rarely enforced. | . 

If the owner of real estate borrows $5,000 he 
uses it either to build « house, to buy ma- 
chinery, put up fences, get live stock, or add 
to the value of his land by draining it. The 
value of whatever he buys or creates with the 
money is listed by the Assessor, and the State 
gets the benefit of the taxes on it. Then the 
State gets all it is entitled to, It taxes prop- 
erty, not persons. Its tax lien is on property, 
not persons. In the case of the farmer and 
the lender mentioned above, it is a matter of no | 
consequence to the State what the liens of the 
latter may be on the taxed property. That is 
a private affair which it has nothing to do 
with and should keep its nose out of. If the 
tax on the property is not paid by some one 
it sells it, and thus gets its dues. : 

The concluding sections of Mr. Faires’ bill, 
by which he hopes to enforce the collection of 
double taxes, have no application to existing 
mortgages. The terms of contracts already 
in force cannot be varied by the Legislature at 
ita sweet will, The effect of the proposed law 
will be felt, however, when it.comes to making 
future loans. The lender knows what his 
money is worth in the market, and he does not 
propose to pay any tates of money which has 
passed out of his hands, becausé then he would 
get less than the market rate. If he makes a 
loan on the terms he would under the present 
system he runs the risk of the borrower in- 
forming on him, 80 as to save the payment of 
his interest. It is not likely that many would 
do this, for it would be the end of the credit 
of the man who was guilty of such an act. It 
would be considered by most people as dis- 


‘reputable as cheating at cards, and the name 


of the informer would be published far and 
wide. 

As one fly makes a whole pot of ointment 
to stink, so does the possibility of the dishon- 
esty of one debtor hurt the credit of an entire 
community. The farther removed from one 
another the borrower and lender are the great- 
er that fear will be and the more certain the 
resort to precautionary measures. When a 
man is asked to part for flve years or any 
other term with the use of $5,000 of his money 
he says to himself: “If I lend this after the 
old fashion and at 6 per cent interest I run the 
risk of having that mortgage listed at a valu- 
ation of a fourth or fifth and being called on 
to pay taxes on it. If I do not pay, my debtor 
may take advantage of the law and refuse to 
pay his interest. Therefore in order to in- 
sure myself I must charge him in advance the 
amount of those possible taxes I may be re- 
quired to pay. If called on I am safe, if not 
called on I am that much ahead.” 

If the lender estimates that he cannot be 
made to pay under any circumstances more 
than $300 in taxes during the life of the loan 
he will either refuse to give more than $4,700 
for the mortgage—he will discount it thus 
sharply—or he will ask 7 or 73¢ per cent in- 
terest instead of 6. In the one case ‘the bor- 
rower pays in advance for the entire term of | 
five years all thé taxes which the mortgage- 
holder may perhaps be called on to pay at. 
one-year intervals. The borrower is thus 
taxed double and is ont of the usé of a part 
of his tax money long before the taxes are 
due. : 

In the other case, of the higher interest, the 
borrower pays annually any possible tax 
which may be imposed on the mortgage- 
holder. It is probable that the former will 
prefer this way of getting the money he needs, 
for the terms will seem easier to him, and this 
discount of $800 or any other sum taken from 
the principal when he needs the money the 
most will seem harsh to him. A law which
